I have been 'married 
three times and all of my husbands 
served In the United States army. Am 
I entitled to pension on account of the 
service of each 
husband! 
I have 


never applied for or received pension 
on account of either husband, as I was 
not In need of the same until recently, 
when I lost alt of my property. Please 
adrtse me what to do about getting 
the pension if I am entitled to it.— 
Mrs. Martha L. McD. 


Answer—You can obtain pension on 


account of the »erriee of your first 
husband, under the general law, from 
the date of his death to the date of 
yoar marriage to your second husband, 
and on account of the service of the 
second husband from the date of his 
death to the date of your -marriage 
to the third husband, proTided you can 
prove that said husbands died . from 
disability contracted tn service and 
line of duty. Two pensions will not 
be paid to the same person for the 
same period of time. If your third and 
last husband served In the civil war 
for 90 days and received an honorable 
discharge therefrom, and you were 
married to him prior to June 27, 1590, 
you should make application (on ac- 
count of his service) for widow's pen- 
sion under the act of April 19, 190S.

the Golden Gate state, enjoying an forms ot open-air life and 
Instilling what ha* ever since been an abiding afjpctlon for this 
climatic paradise. Young Carpenter attended the public schools 
In California aad a private academy until he had almost reached 
hl» majority, when he returned to his native state and entered 
the Uw school ot the University ot Minnesota. In 18J7, four 
years Uter, he graduated as bachelor of law*, and In 1SSS took 
the L. U. M. degree, being admitted to practice both In Minne- 
sota and California. 


In 1S98 Carpenter returned to California and was with the Uw 


firm of Bishop t Wheeler In San Francisco as Mr. Charles S. 
Wheeler's stenographer when there came to him from the 
Philippines that message which started him upon his Interesting 
career of the past decade. It was little more than mere accident 
that brought Taft and Carpenter together. The president of the 
Philippine commission was In need 'of a stenographer for con- 
fidenUal work and could tot find one to bis liking In the Islands. 
A frietd. fresh from America, to whom he appealed In his di- 
lemma, remembered the willing worker In the San Francisco 
law office and recommended Carpenter. 
The young man came 


out on the text steamer and proved his mettle so speedily that 
In less than a year, with the Inauguration of Tafl as governor 
cf the Philippines, Carpenter was made hi* private secreUry.

chief aid In the roles of secreUry of war, presidential candidate, 
president-elect and chief magistrate, and certainly no public man 
ever had a more energetic or so tireless a secretary. He accom- 
panld Taft twice around the wcrld; sojourned with him succes- 
sively In Washington; Murray Bay, Canada; Hot Springs, Va, 
and Cincinnati, O, to say nothing of those weeks of strenuous 
existence on the *peclal train that "swung 'round the circle" 
during the recent presidential campaign.

BLAZES STARTED IN STRANGE 
WAYS 


Outbreaks of fire are often most mysterious In their origin. 


We are frequently confronted with problems concerning -the 
cause of fires In houses, factories and fields that are utterly 
baffling and Insoluble. Yet In what simple ways we may be 
victimized the examples given In this article afford most strik- 
ing proof. 
It Is the simplest natural operation when lighting a candle 


to place the box ot matches close at hand In the vicinity 
of the candlestick. The .doing of this trifling act nearly result- 
ed one summer time In a catastrophe. Every one must have 
seen how limp and helpless a candle will become on a warm 
summer's evening; and It was on account of this weakness In 
the candle that the danger arose. Little by little It drooped 
toward the slightly opened box of safety matches. Into which 
It at length plunged 1U flame, causing a sudden burst of fire, 
accentuated by the presence of warm wax which had fallen 
from the Inverted extremity. The table carried several od.d* 
and end* of the character generally to be found on a workman'* 
kitchen table; and had the outbreak not been Immediately ex- 
tinguished the whole place might soon have been alight to the 
marvel of the Inhabitants.
